Repsol of Spain and CAP NV sign 
landmark offshore energy exploration 
and development agreement 


Yesterday morning in the 
boardroom of the Dr. Edward 
Cheung Center for Innovation, 
Director of Compania Arubano 
di Petroleo (CAP NV) Ar¬ 
mando Curet, and Repsol Di¬ 
rector of Exploration for 
Northern Latin America and 
Caribbean, Joseba Murillas 
signed an agreement for seis¬ 
mic exploration and develop¬ 
ment of hydrocarbon reserves 
(oil or gas) in Aruba territorial 
waters. The Spanish energy 
giant Repsol has a number of 
projects in the Caribbean; 
Trinidad & Tobago, Guyana, 
Venezuela and Colombia. 

Additionally signing this 
agreement were Aruba’s Prime 
Minister Mike Eman along 
with Minister of Finance, 
Communications, Energy and 
Utilities, Mike de Meza and 
Minister of Economic & So¬ 
cial Affairs and Culture, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar. 

The contract is broken into 
four phases. Initial two phases 
entail general than more spe¬ 
cific seismic exploration of ter¬ 
ritorial waters for deposits. 
Respol will assume all finan¬ 
cial risk for the exploratory 
process. If findings indicate 
underwater drilling will prove 
worthwhile, they will move 
ahead under the supervision of 
CAP NV with an exploratory 
well. The specified area is in 
excess of 14,000 square kilo¬ 
meters and ranges in depth 
from 50 to 3000 meters. The 
contract allows an exploration 
phase limited to eight years. 

Repsol has already con¬ 
ducted a preliminary environ¬ 
mental impact study, which 
was presented to Prime Minis¬ 
ter Eman yesterday morning. A 
more detailed study with spe¬ 
cific recommendations is pro¬ 
mised. Mr. Murilla reports 
Repsol is in a position to begin 
their first seismic exploration 
within the first six months of 
next year, advancing to 3D 
seismic exploration in 2014, 
with the expectation to begin

Government supports Persons with 


Limitations’ Treaty 



The Platform for People with 
Limitations, better known as 
the PPL, was held here in the 
Aruba Marriott Resort, where 
the very first seminar titled 
“Creating a Community Ac¬ 
cessible to All” was conducted. 
The Minister of Social Affairs, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar 
had the honor of opening the 
seminar. The seminar pre¬ 
sented several relevant points 
and interesting developments 
with respect to persons with 
limitations in our community. 

Immediately following the 
opening remarks by the Minis¬ 
ter, Ricky Hoek of ATHA ela¬ 
borated on the Treaty of the 
Rights of Persons with Limita¬ 
tions on Aruba. The purpose of 


the Treaty is to promote, pro¬ 
tect and guarantee the enjoy¬ 
ment of all the human rights 
and fundamental liberties for 
all incapacitated persons, 
based on equality and respect 
of their inherent dignity. 

Aruba has chosen 5 areas 
on which to work and consi¬ 
ders this a national and integral 
plan: work and the quality of 
life, socialization, health and 
rehabilitation, infrastructure 
and transportation, and the 
awareness of communication. 
The intention is to form an al¬ 
liance of cooperation with 14 
institutions, which are: Asocia- 
cion di Hubentud na Aruba 
(ATHA), Stichting Verstandig 
Gehandicapten Aruba 

(SVGA), Fundacion pa Esnan 
cu Problema di Oido (FEPO), 
Fundacion di esnan Visual- 
mente Incapacita (FAVI), Fun¬ 


dacion Arubano pa esnan In- 
valido (FUNARI), Stichting 
Ambiente Feliz (SAF), Asocia- 
cion di Mayor Sonrisa, Funda¬ 
cion Biba Bou Guia, Special 
Olympics, Stichting Ambiente 
Nobo (SAN), Fundacion Mi 
Por, Fundacion Sina Mi Paso 


pa Paso, Centro Educacion Es¬ 
pecial (CEDES), y Fundacion 
Trampolin pa Trabou. 

Caroll Kock and Cyndi 
Kelly-Martinus provided the 
audience with the actual situa¬ 
tion on Aruba with respect to 
incapacitated persons. In 2010 
the Census Bureau did an in¬ 
vestigation, which resulted in 
us registering a total of 6.954 
persons on the island with a 
deficiency or limitation. This 
figure has increased conside¬ 
rably when compared to 2000 
and that the majority of the in¬ 
capacitated were women. 
There are 4007 incapacitated 
women and 2974 men. The 
reason for the increase is with 
women; their life expectancy is 
much longer. 

Interesting information was 
the factors for the causes of the 


deficiencies noted. There are 
four factors. The factors in 
2010 are: accidents 29.8%, 
congenital inheritance 29.4%, 
old age 17.6% and diseases 
11.6%. 

During the seminar, they 
submitted special recognition 
to two persons who played a 
pivotal role in the development 
of the program. One was, 
Ramon Todd Dandare who 
translated the Treaty into Pa- 
piamento, and Ben Broekman. 
Broekman was the person who 
initiated the PPL in 2007. 

At the end of the seminar, 
the Department of Social Af¬ 
fairs, in a historical moment, 
signed the Agreement of Co¬ 
operation between the 14 or¬ 
ganizations. They also took the 
opportunity to launch the new 
PPL website. This is certainly 
an important step in our com¬ 
munity, and especially for the 
incapacitated. The community 
will be made much more 
aware and conscious to ensure 
that everyone is part of our 
community, including our in¬ 
capacitated!

“In case of discovery, we could 
expect the first production in 
Aruba beyond 2020,” ex¬ 
plained Mr. Murilla. “This is of 
course an exploratory venture, 
with high geological risk. We 
are extremely pleased... we 
have developed a high degree 
of corporate trust with CAP 
and Aruba’s administration. 
We definitely think this is 
going to be a great venture.” 

Mr. Curet expressed his sa¬ 
tisfaction in reaching this 
agreement with a reliable, so¬ 
lid company with the financial 
foundation and expertise to 
conduct the prospecting and 
exploratory development of 
energy reserves in Aruba’s ter¬ 
ritorial waters. The ramifica¬ 
tions of finding large gas 
reserves in Aruba’s waters 
would be far reaching in not 
only providing cheap energy 
for the island, but it would also 
con- stitute a major economi¬ 
cal pillar. Diversification of 
Aruba’s economy beyond tou¬ 
rism has always been a pri¬ 
mary goal of the present 
administration. He expressed 
his sincere belief in the success 
of this project. 

Prime Minister Eman cre¬ 


dited Minister Mike de 
Meza with pursuing 
and obtaining a suc¬ 
cessful arrangement 
with Repsol. “This 
could have a huge im¬ 
pact on the social and 
economic development 
of Aruba in the fu¬ 
ture... thank you to all 
of those who have 
made this possible... 

Though my focus is 
elsewhere, I see the 
importance of this 
agreement and Rep- 
sol’s contribution to 
Aruba...We hope the 
way in which explo¬ 
ration is done would 
show innovation and guarantee 
the environment of Aruba, this 
is very important in this 
process.” 

The PM also hoped to see 
the funds manifested by a suc¬ 
cessful venture be wisely in¬ 
vested and deployed to 
continue to benefit all the pop¬ 
ulation. “We have seen such 
ventures in other nations result 
in a poor translation of the 
wealth to the citizens of the 
country.. .we are looking to the 
example of other countries 


where funds have been man¬ 
aged in a very responsible and 
sustainable way for the soci¬ 
ety.” 

Some details revealed dur¬ 
ing the Q & A was exploration 
will be conducted beyond a 
one and a half mile buffer zone 
around Aruba and in no waters 
less then 50 meters deep. The 
actual cost and completion of 
the first exploratory drilling 
platform and its possible suc¬ 
cess is dependent on the water 
depth. The area of principal in¬ 


terest is deep water, sub¬ 
ject to floating struc¬ 
tures. During the 
discovery phase, most 
equipment and personnel 
will be imported. 

Mr. Curet explained 
that Aruba’s share from a 
successful project con¬ 
sists of three elements. A 
fixed percentage at the 
very beginning, a pro¬ 
duction payment, made 
to CAP NV. A part of the 
energy harvested will re¬ 
main with Repsol to re¬ 
cover their costs. A share 
of the profits of the re¬ 
maining energy will be 
paid to Aruba; the for¬ 
mula dependent on the expen¬ 
ditures and income. Repsol 
will also have to pay standard 


profit taxes as any company 
doing business in Aruba. Profit 
shares could range from 41% 
to 78% depending on various 
elements in the final develop¬ 
ment and implementation of a 
successful project. 

Minister Hooyboer-Win- 
klaar pointed out that the will¬ 
ingness of a company such as 
Repsol to invest at least 150 
million dollars for the realiza¬ 
tion of just a single drilling 
platform indicates high confi¬ 
dence in Aruba. “This under¬ 
scores the appetite for 
investment is high in Aruba... 
we are pleased to see there is a 
trend towards extreme confi¬ 
dence in our economy.”

AIDS Day 


Recently, Aruban artist Waldy 
Simson donated his work ti¬ 
tled “50” to the Eben-Haezer 
Moravian church of Aruba 
The church is situated at the 
Pastor Hendrikstraat in San 
Nicolas. 

“50” is a tiffany-style hang¬ 
ing lamp of leaded and colored 
glass. Simson created it in 
connection with his 50th an¬ 
niversary as a working artist. 

The subject of “50” is 
“The Lamb of God.” It is a 
four-panel lamp comprised of 
176 pieces of glass in green, 
green/white, blue, blue/white, 
yellow, brown/yellow and or¬ 
ange/ white, measuring 38.5 
x 38.5 x 48 cm. He began 
working on the project in 


June 2011. 

Next on his schedule, the 
artist will host a solo exhibi¬ 
tion from July 28th till August 
4th in Suriname, as part of his 
participation at Carifesta 2013. 


ORANJESTAD - On the 
first of December, the whole 
world took time out to com¬ 
memorate World AIDS Day 
with different ceremonies and 
events. People from all walks 
of life joined together with in¬ 
terest groups to demonstrate 
solidarity in the prevention 
and treatment of HIV/AIDS. 
This also took place here on 
Aruba. On this important day, 
the Aruba Minister of Public 
Health expressed words of 
strength for those diagnosed 
with HIV/ AIDS and at the 
same time congratulated or¬ 
ganizations working on behalf 
of HIV/AIDS patients. The or¬ 
ganizations are: ‘E Faro,’ the 
Public Health Service, UN¬ 
AIDS and the Women’s Club 


of Aruba. They were praised 
for their efforts to inform and 
educate the community regard¬ 
ing HIV/ AIDS and for the 
daily support they give to pa¬ 
tients and their families. 

The Minister expressed 
that...“no one needs to die 
from HIV/AIDS...” and that 
we must unite to achieve zero 
mortality from HIV/AIDS. 
Some of the biggest advances 
in the pharmaceutical industry 
has been in the area of HIV/ 
AIDS, with the result that pa¬ 
tients, who take their medica¬ 
tion, are considered to have a 
chronic disease but need not 
die from the disease. They can 
now live with it. The newest 
medications can now provide a 
97% protection against the 
transmission of HIV/AIDS, 
which is a gigantic accom¬ 
plishment. 

The Caribbean follows 
Africa with the highest number 
of HIV/AIDS cases in the 
world. In the region, Aruba is 
one of the few exceptions, 
where 90% of patients have 
access to treatment and is 
working diligently to increase 
our prevention services and 
programs. 

In Aruba between 1986 and 
2012 there were 555 cases of 
HIV/AIDS registered, and 57 
registered deaths. At the mo¬ 
ment there are 110 persons re¬ 
ceiving treatment for HIV/ 
AIDS in Aruba. The last fi¬ 
gures for mortality indicate 


that three male persons died 
from HIV/AIDS in 2010. We 
are striving to reach the 
global goal of zero mortality, 
according to Minister Visser. 

Aruba excels in the Ca¬ 
ribbean in treatment of and 
the access to treatment for 
patients. The organizations 
aforementioned are doing a 
fabulous job in helping with 
our overall efforts. In the 
Caribbean we are one of the 
only islands where access to 
medicine is 100% and where 
all patients who come for treat¬ 
ment are treated. 

The Minister remarked 
about the concern the island 
has for its vulnerability due to 
the large number of people 
coming and going. Tourism is 
our economic pillar, but at the 
same time it makes us vulne¬ 
rable. Hence, we must be ex¬ 
tremely cautious and vigilant. 

The Minister emphasized 
that this makes it imperative 
that we continue awareness ac¬ 
tions to avoid an increase in 
HIV/AIDS cases in view of the 
1.5 million people who come 
and go from Aruba every year. 

Aruba stands very strong 
with respect to treatment, pre¬ 
vention and care of HIV/AIDS 
and recently we have intro¬ 
duced still another instrument 
to fortify this. We introduced a 
digital system, under the gui¬ 
dance of PAHO together with 
the other islands of the Ca¬ 
ribbean to monitor patients li¬ 
ving with HIV/AIDS to ensure 
that they are getting the best 
treatment and to provide them 
the services they need. The 
system ensures the total pri¬ 
vacy of the patient, but moni¬ 
tors the treatment and produces 
statistics to work with, which 
will provide for an even better 
care of the patient. Aruba can 
serve as an example for other 
islands and help them intro¬ 
duce similar programs of pre¬ 
vention and support.

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US Senate fails to ratify 
UN treaty on disabilities 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Senate yesterday failed to 
ratify the UN convention pro¬ 
tecting the rights of the dis¬ 
abled, a treaty whose approval 
would create no change in US 
law but encountered Republi¬ 
can resistance. 

Lawmakers voted 61-38 in 
favor of the Convention on 
the Rights of Persons with 
Disabilities, but fell short of 
the two-thirds majority 
needed for ratification. 

President Barack Obama's 
signature would have made 
the United States the 127th 
country to ratify the conven¬ 
tion, which was first adopted 
December 13, 2006 by the 
UN General Assembly. 

The treaty was largely 
symbolic for the United States 
in that it codifies in interna¬ 


tional law many of the rights 
already afforded under the 
Americans for Disabilities Act 
(ADA), the historic US law 
passed in 1990. 

In recent months, Republi¬ 
can lawmakers have spoken 
out against the treaty, sugges¬ 
ting it would infringe on US 
sovereignty or allow the state 
to dictate the actions of fami¬ 
lies with children with disabil¬ 
ities. 

Senator Jon Kyi, a retiring 
Republican, said he objected 
to the "disability diplomacy" 
that was on show with the 
treaty, saying there was no 
need for the country with the 
world's best record on disabil¬ 
ity rights to sign a pact that 
made no changes to US law 
and was "not enforceable" in 
any event. 


Colombia peace talks to 
resume in wake of rebel deaths 


HAVANA (AFP) - Colombia 
will resume peace talks with 
the FARC today with tensions 
on the rise after government 
forces killed at least 20 rebels 
at the weekend and President 
Juan Santos issued a 12-month 
deadline. 

The dialogue is being held 
in Cuba and is the fourth at¬ 
tempt to end a conflict that has 
lasted almost half a century, 
leaving 600,000 dead, 15,000 
missing and four million dis¬ 
placed. 

The FARC delegation has 
accused the government of 
"political incongruity" for re¬ 
fusing to join the leftist rebels 


in declaring a ceasefire during 
the latest peace effort, which is 
restarting in Havana after a 
five day break. 

FARC negotiator Andres 
Paris suggested that the go¬ 
vernment, by not matching the 
guerrillas' ceasefire, was not 
doing enough to pursue peace, 
and said that although there 
had been some rebel violence, 
the incidents were minor. 

Santos upped the stakes with 
the FARC on Sunday when he 
warned that the peace process 
should take months, rather than 
years, and said an agreement to 
end hostilities should be 
reached by November 2013.

NATO approves Patriot missiles for 
Turkey 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - NATO 
yesterday approved member 
Turkey's request for Patriot 
missiles to defend its border 
against Syria following a series 
of blunt warnings to Damascus 
not to use chemical weapons. 

"NATO has agreed to aug¬ 
ment Turkey's air defence ca¬ 
pabilities in order to defend the 
population and territory of 
Turkey and to contribute to the 
de-escalation of the crisis 
along the alliance's border," a 
NATO statement said. 

NATO head Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen said the decision 
reflected a "steadfast commit¬ 
ment" to preserving the secu¬ 
rity of member states. 

"We say to anyone who 
would want to attack Turkey - 
- don't even think about it," he 
remarked, announcing the de¬ 
cision taken by the 28-member 
alliance after the first day of a 
two-day meeting in Brussels. 

Germany, the Netherlands 


and the United States have 
agreed to provide the Patriot 
missile batteries, which would 
come under the command of 
the Supreme Allied Com¬ 
mander Europe (SACEUR), 
the statement said. 

Stressing that the Patriot 
system was purely defensive, 
Rasmussen said technical dis¬ 
cussions would now follow 
about how many of the US- 
made Patriots would be de¬ 
ployed and where. 

The NATO discussions 
came amid reports that Syria is 
moving chemical weapons as 
President Bashar al-Assad 
fights rebels seeking to oust 
him. 

"NATO members expressed 
grave concerns about reports 
that the Syrian regime is con¬ 
sidering the use of chemical 
weapons. Any such action 
would be completely unaccept¬ 
able and a clear breach of inter¬ 
national law," Rasmussen said. 


Earlier he had joined US 
President Barack Obama in 
warning Assad against using 
chemical weapons, saying it 
"would be completely unac¬ 
ceptable to the whole interna¬ 
tional community and I would 
expect an immediate reaction 
from the international commu¬ 
nity." 

Turkey welcomed NATO's 
decision, and reiterated that the 
weapons are solely for defen¬ 
sive purposes. 

Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu said yesterday Is¬ 
rael is closely tracking devel¬ 
opments relating to chemical 
weapons in Syria, whose re¬ 
gime has been warned against 
using them in the country's up¬ 
rising. 

"Along with the interna¬ 
tional community, we are 
closely following develop¬ 
ments in Syria related to its 
chemical weapons stockpiles,"

UN: Syria conflict upsurge 
hampering food aid 


ROME (AFP) - The UN’s 
World Food Program warned 
yesterday an escalation in the 
conflict in Syria was making it 
harder to send aid around the 
war-torn country and had 
forced it to suspend monitoring 
missions. 

"Road access to and from 
Damascus has become more 
dangerous, making it difficult 
to dispatch food from WFP 
warehouses to some parts of 
the country — particularly the 
north," the Rome-based UN 
aid agency said in a statement. 

WFP said it had registered 
a rise in "indiscriminate attacks 
on its trucks in different parts 
of the country," adding that it 
was suspending all field mis¬ 
sions to monitor food distribu¬ 
tion because of the increased 
dangers. 

Following a UN decision to 
reduce international staff in 
Syria announced on Monday, 
WFP said it was transferring 


seven non-essential staff to 
Jordan. 

Around 20 international 
and 100 local WFP staff will 
remain in Syria. 

The agency said that the 
food security situation for 
many Syrians was "rapidly de¬ 
teriorating" with a sharp rise in 
bread and fuel shortages, as 
well as increased demand from 
the upsurge in internally dis¬ 
placed people. 

Food prices have doubled 
in the areas worst affected by 
the conflict like the gover- 
norate of Aleppo and access to 
the market is limited, WFP 
said. 

It added that the situation 
was particularly serious for 
families taking refuge in 
schools and public buildings 
with no cooking facilities. 

The agency said it was 
managing to reach around 1.5 
million people.

Merkel vows to steer Germany through 
rough seas ahead 


HANOVER (AFP) - Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel trium¬ 
phantly kicked off her bid for 
a third term in power yester¬ 
day, saying only she could 
steer Germany through turbu¬ 
lence at home and abroad. 

Touting her government as 
the best in two decades, 
Merkel, who has led Ger¬ 
many since 2005, won record 
backing among members of 
her conservative party in her 
re-election to party head. 

"These are turbulent times 
and sometimes we even find 
ourselves in rough, stormy 
seas," she told around 1,000 
delegates at a party congress of 
her Christian Democratic 



Union (CDU). 

"But it's Germany's CDU 
which is safely leading and 
steering our country through 
this sea and with a clear com¬ 
pass," she said in an address 
lasting around one hour. 


Buoyed in her position as 
Germany's most popular politi¬ 
cian, Merkel, 58, is gearing up 
to lead her CDU to a third term 
in power in general elections 
likely to take place in Septem¬ 
ber. Even after seven years at 
the helm of Europe's top econ¬ 
omy, Merkel still enjoys a 
level of domestic popularity 
unseen by any previous post¬ 
war German leader and is re¬ 
garded as the party's trump 
card in its re-election bid. 

She was thunderously re¬ 
elected unopposed party chief 
by nearly 98 percent of dele¬ 
gates — her best result since 
taking over as CDU chair¬ 
woman in 2000. 


Fugitive McAfee seeks asylum in Guatemala 


GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) - 
American Internet pioneer 
John McAfee, wanted for 
questioning over the murder of 
his neighbor last month in Be¬ 
lize, is seeking political asy¬ 
lum in Guatemala, his lawyer 
said yesterday. 

McAfee, 67, amassed huge 
wealth as a Silicon Valley en¬ 
trepreneur in the 1990s, design¬ 
ing the hugely popular 
anti-virus software that bears 
his name and remains a leading 
industry product to this day. 

In a plotline worthy of a 
Hollywood thriller, the multi¬ 
millionaire went on the run 
from his home on the idyllic 
Belize paradise island of Am¬ 
bergris Caye hours after neigh¬ 
bor Gregory Faull was 
murdered on November 11. 

With his 20-year-old girl¬ 
friend Sam Vanegas in tow, he 
managed to cross the border 
into Guatemala over the week¬ 
end and has secured the ser¬ 
vices of star lawyer Telesforo 
Guerra, a former Guatemalan 
attorney general. 

"I have to manage his poli¬ 
tical asylum," Guerra told AFP 
after meeting McAfee early 
yesterday. He "is persecuted in 
Belize, persecuted politically 


because he stopped financing 
the government. They accuse 
him of a common crime. So 
what I have to obtain is an au¬ 
thorization of asylum," the 
lawyer said. 

McAfee, who maintains 
his innocence, has left a con¬ 
fusing and often contradic¬ 
tory trail of information about 
his life on the run on his blog, 
whoismcafee.com. 

Before fleeing south into 
Guatemala, he put out a false 
report saying he had been cap¬ 
tured near the northern Mexi¬ 
can border and claimed to have 
sent a "double" with a North 
Korean passport to Mexico as 
another decoy. 

Internet users tracked a 
photo from a magazine on 
Monday to Guatemala, but 



McAfee initially claimed to 
have encrypted it to throw po¬ 
lice off the scent. 

Belize Prime Minister Dean 
Barrow has described McAfee 
as "bonkers," saying he is only 
wanted for questioning as a 
"person of interest" in the case 
and urging him to give himself 
up.

Activist discusses challenge of 
growing old with HIV 



WASHINGTON(AFP) - Old 
age comes faster and hits 
harder for those infected with 
HIV, a fact aging health ac¬ 
tivist Ron Swanda knows 
all too well. 

Swanda, 66, 
diagnosed as 
HIV-positive in 
1989, takes six 
different drugs to 
keep his illness in 
check and to treat a 
litany of physical 
complaints from cardiovascu¬ 
lar disease to depression. 

He knows he is lucky to be 
alive, having lost many loved 
ones to AIDS, which is caused 
by HIV, over the years. 

And while the advent of an¬ 
tiretroviral treatments in 1996 
changed an HIV diagnosis

from a death sentence to that 
of a chronic, managed disease, 
Swanda said the long-term ef¬ 
fects of living with the virus - 

- and with the drugs that keep 
it in check — are still being un¬ 
covered. 

Anthony Fauci, a highly re¬ 
garded expert in the area of 
AIDS treatment, noted that 
’’the good news is that people 
who are infected with HIV, 
with antiretroviral drugs their 
projected life span is essen¬ 
tially approaching normal.” 

On the other hand, he said, 
doctors have noticed that 
many common diseases of old 
age ’’tend to occur with a 
greater frequency in people 
who have been HIV infected 
for a long period of time.” 

The virus appears to send 
the immune system into over¬ 
drive, and ’’when the immune 
system is chronically acti¬ 
vated, essentially all the time, 
that leads to that deleterious 
effect of promoting the aging 
process,” explained the doctor, 
who heads the National Insti¬ 
tute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases (NIAID), the federal 
health institute responsible for 
AIDS research. 

From outward appearances, 
Swanda — trim and fit-looking 

— is the picture of health. But 
the longtime gay activist, who 
works in Washington with 
other HIV-positive senior citi¬ 
zens, said he feels older than 
his years. 


”For instance, I got cataracts 
at 66 years old. My mother got 
cataracts when she was 76 
years old,” said Swanda, a vol¬ 
unteer with the National Asso¬ 
ciation of People with AIDS. 

He also suffers from high 
blood pressure, is in the early 
stages of heart disease and os¬ 
teoporosis, and has been diag¬ 
nosed with ”pre-diabetic” 
symptoms. 

Depression also seems to be 
a common ailment for those 
living with HIV. 

”1 think almost everybody 
with HIV is taking anti-de¬ 
pression medication of some 
sort,” Swanda said. 

Meanwhile, the antiretrovi¬ 
ral drugs on which Swanda de¬ 
pends to keep his HIV in 
check cost an exorbitant 
$1,800 per month. Although 
health insurance covers 90 
percent of the cost, he still has 
to dig into his pocket to pay 
$4,700 each year. 

And the high price tag ap¬ 
pears to be only one of the 
costs associated with taking 
the powerful drugs over 
decades, said Swanda. 

He suffers from high cho¬ 
lesterol — a known side effect 
of the HIV-fighting antiretro¬ 
viral medication. 

The US Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention said 
that by 2015, nearly half the 
people with HIV will be aged 
50 or older, and that a growing 
number of people are getting 
infected with the virus when 
they are over the age of 50. 



Hyperemesis gravidarum: 

no ordinary morning sickness 



LONDON (AFP) - For any¬ 
one who has had hyperemesis 
gravidarum, the pregnancy- 
induced vomiting that has 
caused Prince William's wife 
Kate to be hospitalised, the 
term "morning sickness” is 
way off the mark. 

"When you're vomiting 30 
to 40 times a day and admit¬ 
ted to hospital, it's a com¬ 
pletely different complication 
of pregnancy,” said Rachel 
Treagust, 28, who suffered 
from HG, as it is known, with 
all three of her children. 

She told AFP she was "liter¬ 
ally bed-bound, in the dark, no 
TV, no smells or food around, 
you can't even swallow your 
own saliva, that's how horrific 
it is”. 

Morning sickness — for¬ 
mally called nausea and vom¬ 
iting in pregnancy — affects 
around 30 percent of women in 
early pregnancy, according to 
Britain's Royal College of Ob¬ 
stetricians and Gynaecologists. 

But only about one in 200 
pregnant women is affected by 
a severe form known by the 
Latin term of hyperemesis 
gravidarum, according to the 
state-run National Health 
Service. 

Hospitalisation is needed in 
severe cases to treat dehydra¬ 
tion with intravenous fluids for 
a few days, as it is impossible 
to keep fluids down. 

Treagust suffered in silence 
with her first child, a boy, but 
with her second, a girl, she was 


admitted to hospital several 
times. 

She was put on a drip and 
given intravenous anti-sick¬ 
ness drugs and steroids, which 
improved her condition. But 
she said it wasn't long before 
she would get ill once again 
and have to go back into hos¬ 
pital. 

"It's like a cycle,” she said. 
Her condition generally im¬ 
proved four to five months into 
her pregnancies, but it wasn't 
until she gave birth that it com¬ 
pletely cleared up. 

She said one of the worst 
things was lack of knowledge 
about the illness. 

Hormonal changes in the 
first 12 weeks are considered 
the likely cause of morning 
sickness, and the symptoms 
can occur day or night. 

"Symptoms (of hyperemesis 
gravidarum) can include per¬ 
sistent vomiting, dehydration, 
tiredness and dizziness,” said 
Daghni Rajasingam, consult¬ 
ant obstetrician and spokes¬ 
woman for the Royal College.

Patriots: The 'hit-to-kill' star missiles 
of the US armoury 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - "Hit-to- 
Kill" Patriot missiles set to be 
deployed on the Turkish-Syr- 
ian border are a sophisticated 
anti-ballistic defence system 
developed by arms manufac¬ 
turer Lockheed Martin for the 
US Army. 

Dubbed by its US manfac- 
turers as ’’the world’s most 
advanced, capable, and pow¬ 
erful terminal air defense 
missile,” the Patriot Ad¬ 
vanced Capability-3 (PAC-3) 
is said to take out cruise and 
ballistic missiles as well as 
aircraft. 

But it is designed as a 
purely defensive system, 
NATO chief Anders Fogh 


Rasmussen stressed Tuesday 
as the North Atlantic alliance 
approved Turkey’s request to 
station several batteries along 
its volatile border with Syria. 

The system has been 
adopted by several countries, 
and United States, Germany 
and the Netherlands have 
agreed to contribute to the 
patriot deployment, NATO 
said in a statement. 

But the number of batter¬ 
ies, as well as their precise 
location, has yet to be de¬ 
cided and will be determined 
following the results of a site 
survey in Turkey and after 
consultations and decisions 
by each contributing country. 


The missiles were first 
conceived of in the 1960s at 
the height of the Cold War 
between the United States 
and the Soviet Union but 
only entered service in the 
1980s. 

The PAC-3 is the latest 
generation, with 16 missiles 
loaded onto a single launcher 
compared with four of the 
previous PAC-2 generation. 

The Patriot — ’Phased 
Array Tracking Radar to In¬ 
tercept on Target — came into 
its own during the 1991 Gulf 
War when they were de¬ 
ployed in the Gulf to protect 
allies and US forces from 
Iraqi Scud missiles — their 
boxy launch units became in¬ 
stantly recognisable in TV 
images of the conflict. 

A high-velocity missile, 
the PAC-3 destroys incoming 
targets by directly smashing 
into them, ’’defeating enemy 
target by direct body-to-body 
contact,” Lockheed Martin 
says on its website. 

They speed towards an im¬ 
pact point calculated before 
their launch by a sophisti¬ 
cated radar and tracking sys¬ 
tem on the ground. But they 
can be re-directed once 
launched thanks to an on¬ 
board guidance system. 

The time from launch to 
point of impact is usually 
only between a minute to 90 
seconds. 

NATO foreign ministers 
meeting Brussels agreed 
Tuesday to deploy Patriots 
along the 800-kilometre 
(500-mile) border with Syria 
after a series of strikes by 
Syrian artillery fire in recent 
months. 

It will still take several 
weeks for them to be in¬ 
stalled but the system is de¬ 
signed so that contributions 
from various countries are 
inter-operable.

Switzerland, US strike 


Obama to Republicans : raise taxes 
on rich or no deal 


pact against tax evasion 


GENEVA (AFP) - Switzer¬ 
land has signed a deal against 
tax evasion with the United 
States, Bern said yesterday, ef¬ 
fectively raising pressure on 
Swiss banks to hand over in¬ 
formation about US nationals 
with assets here. 

The agreement, signed 
Monday in Washington, will 
bring Switzerland in line with 
the US Foreign Account Tax 
Compliance Act (FATCA), a 
source of dispute between both 
countries since it was an¬ 
nounced in March 2010. 

It "requires that foreign fi¬ 
nancial institutions reach an 
agreement with US tax autho¬ 
rities in which they are obliged 
to transfer information about 
identified US accounts," Swit¬ 
zerland's Federal Department 
of Finance said in a statement. 

Under FATCA legislation, 
banks that fail to share infor¬ 
mation with Washington if 
they do not have the authorisa¬ 
tion of the account holder must 
charge a 30-percent witholding 
tax on US clients' assets, the 
statement continued. 

Before the pact passes into 
law — most likely on January 
1, 2014 — it must be approved 
by Switzerland's Federal 
Council on January 9, and then 
by the country's parliament 
later in the year. 

The Swiss announcement 
follows a joint declaration in 


July by Washington and five 
other European countries — 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy 
and Spain — that they had 
agreed to fight offshore tax 
evasion through automatic in¬ 
formation exchanges. 

The FATCA law is contro¬ 
versial in many countries be¬ 
cause it requires banks to 
reveal information about their 
clients. 

Until now, tax agreements 
have only provided for the ex¬ 
change of information "on de¬ 
mand," meaning a country 
would already suspect possible 
tax evasion before requesting 
the information. 

Two senior US Democratic 
senators, Dick Durbin and Carl 
Levin, say tax-haven abuse 
costs US taxpayers an esti¬ 
mated $100 billion a year in 
lost revenue.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama warned 
Republicans yesterday there 
would be no deal on averting a 
potentially disastrous fiscal 
crisis without them caving in 
to his demand to raise tax rates 
on the rich. 

But in an interview with 
Bloomberg TV, Obama offered 
a hint of wiggle room, decli¬ 
ning to state that the top in¬ 
come tax rate must go up and 
permanently remain at the 39.6 
percent level seen under the 
Clinton administration. 

"We have the potential of 
getting a deal done," Obama 
said, adding that Republican 
proposals to close loopholes 
and cap deductions would not 
produce sufficient revenue to 
make a serious cut in the 
deficit. 

"We're going to have to see 
the rates on the top two percent 
go up and we're not going to be 
able to get a deal without it," 
Obama said. 

If Obama and Republicans 
cannot get a deal, George W. 
Bush-era tax cuts on all Ame¬ 
ricans will expire on January 1, 


at the same time as huge auto¬ 
matic spending cuts come into 
force, likely throwing the 
economy into recession. 

Obama wants to extend tax 
cuts for most people, but raise 
rates on the richest two percent 
of Americans. Republicans 
want to extend all tax cuts for 
a year, then discuss spending 
cuts and tax reform to produce 
more revenues. 

The president campaigned 
for re-election on the basis of 
raising taxes on the wealthiest 
Americans, while Republi¬ 
cans, though open to raising 
more revenue, refuse to do so 
by raising marginal tax rates. 

"Let's let the tax rates on the 
upper income folks go up," 
Obama told Bloomberg, argu¬ 
ing that there was no time be¬ 
fore the deadline to work out 
comprehensive reform on 
taxes and social programs that 
Republicans want. 

"Then let's set up a process 
with a time certain at the end 
of 2013 or the fall of 2013 
where we work on tax reform 
(where) we look at what loop¬ 
holes and deductions both De- 


Global shipping hits record 
volume as prices fall 


GENEVA (AFP) - Interna¬ 
tional shipping volumes 
gained 4.0 percent in 2011 to a 
record 8.7 billion tons even as 
prices fell sharply owing to 
surplus capacity, a United Na¬ 
tions think tank said yesterday. 

Despite increasing demand, 
"world ship supply capacity 
expanded much faster, at a rate 
of 10 percent, reaching for the 
first time a total of 1.5 billion 
deadweight tons," the UN's 
Conference on Trade and De¬ 
velopment's (UNCTAD) Re¬ 
view of Maritime Transport 
2011 explained. 

The indicators are impor¬ 
tant because about 80 percent 
of global trade is transported 
by ship, UNCTAD noted. 

As an indication of the 
falling prices, the cost of trans¬ 
porting a 20-foot container 
from Shanghai to northern Eu¬ 
rope plunged from $1,789 
(1,367 euros) in 2010 to $881 
in 2011, the think tank said. 


The average cost of ship¬ 
ping a 40-foot container from 
Shanghai to the US West Coast 
fell over the same period from 
$2,308 to $1,667, according to 
the UN report released in 
Geneva. 

And in a "remarkable shift" 
away from previous years, de¬ 
veloping country ports took a 
far greater slice of the global 
shipping sector pie than be¬ 
fore, UNCTAD said. 

In developing countries, 
ports loaded 60 percent and 
unloaded 57 percent of world 
seaborne trade by volume, the 
report showed. 

Meanwhile, in a sign of de¬ 
clining competition in the in¬ 
dustry, the average number of 
shipping companies dropped 
by nearly 23 percent between 
2004 and 2011, UNCTAD said. 

During the same period, the 
size of the largest ship de¬ 
ployed nearly doubled, it 
noted.

"Those tax cuts have rates 
for top earners at 35 percent, 
and if you do not sign an ex¬ 
tension, the rates go back up to 
39, the top rate," he said.

RAMALLAH, Palestinian 
Territories (AFP) - Palestinian 
president Mahmud Abbas re¬ 
turned home to a hero’s wel¬ 
come on Sunday after winning 
upgraded UN status, even as 
Israel imposed reprisals that 
UN chief Ban Ki-moon said 
dealt an "almost fatal blow" to 
any peace prospects. 

"Now we have a state," 
Abbas told cheering crowds at 
his headquarters in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank." 

"Palestine has accomplished 
a historic achievement at the 
UN," he added, three days 
after the United Nations Gen¬ 
eral Assembly granted the 
Palestinians non-member state 
observer status in a 138-9 vote. 

"The world said in a loud 
voice... yes to the state of 
Palestine, yes to Palestine’s 
freedom, yes to Palestine’s in¬ 
dependence, no to aggression, 
no to settlements, no to occu¬ 
pation," Abbas told the ecstatic 
audience. 

But the Palestinian UN suc¬ 
cess has not been without 
repercussions. 

Washington has warned it 
could withhold funds to the al¬ 
ready cash-strapped Palestin¬ 
ian Authority and Israel said 
on Sunday that it would not 
transfer millions of dollars in

The United States, Israel 
and a handful of other coun¬ 
tries also opposed the Palestin¬ 
ian bid to upgrade their status 
to that of a non-member ob- 


hunt for the Al-Qaeda chief, 
killed by US Navy SEALs in 
an audacious dead-of-night 
raid on his hiding place in Pak¬ 
istan. 

"'Zero Dark Thirty' could 
well be the most impressive 
film Bigelow has made, as 
well as possibly her most per¬ 
sonal," commented the Holly¬ 
wood Reporter, after initial 
screenings of the movie.

India 
suspended 
from IOC 

PARIS (AFP) - India has been 
suspended from the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
(IOC) because of its stance of 
electing tainted officials, a 
source in the body confirmed 
to AFP Tuesday. 

Asked whether members of 
the IOC’s executive committee 
had confirmed the south Asian 
giant’s suspension for flouting 
the Olympic charter, the 
source said by text message: 
”It’s official." 

Suspension from IOC mem¬ 
bership means India will not 
receive IOC funding and its of¬ 
ficials would be banned from 
attending Olympic meetings 
and events. 

India’s athletes would also 
be barred from competing in 
the Olympics under the na¬ 
tional flag, although the IOC 
could allow some to take part 
under the Olympic flag. 

The suspension comes amid 
an ongoing row between the 
Indian Olympic Association 
(IOA) and the IOC over the 
election procedure for top 
posts in the national organisa¬ 
tion due to be held today. 

A New Delhi court directed 
the faction-ridden IOA to hold 
the vote according to the gov¬ 
ernment’s sports code but the 
IOC wanted it to abide by the 
Olympic charter that favours 
autonomy. 

Lalit Bhanot, who is out on 
bail after spending 11 months 
in custody last year on corrup¬ 
tion charges linked to the 2010 
Commonwealth Games in 
New Delhi, was expected to be 
elected unopposed to the post 
of secretary-general. 

The new IOA president was 
expected to be Abhey Singh 
Chautala, who has close links 
to former incumbent Suresh 
Kalmadi, who is also on bail 
over corruption charges linked 
to the Commonwealth Games. 

The IOC Ethics Commis¬ 
sion in October warned India 
against fielding either Bhanot 
or Kalmadi and has expressed 
concern over political interfer¬ 
ence.

Boxing: Japan's Kameda defends 
WBA bantamweight title 



OSAKA, Japan (AFP) - Title 
holder Koki Kameda of Japan 
beat interim champion Hugo 
Ruiz of Mexico by a split de¬ 
cision in a unification bout for 
the World Boxing Association 
(WBA) bantamweight title on 
Tuesday. 

Two judges scored it 116- 
113 and 115-113 in favour of 
the Japanese southpaw, while 
the other judge counted it 117- 
113 for the hard-hitting Mexi¬ 
can. 

It was Kameda's fifth de¬ 
fence of the belt since winning 
the vacant title when he beat 
Alexander Munoz of 
Venezuela in December 2010, 
stretching his record to 29 
wins, including 17 KOs, 
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against one defeat. 

Kameda is the oldest of a 
trio of boxing brothers who 
have bad-boy images in the 
media and among boxing fans. 

Second brother Daiki was 
suspended from boxing for a 
year after his failed title bid 
against then World Boxing 
Commission flyweight cham¬ 
pion Daisuke Naito in October 
2007 for using dirty tactics.

- Investigators believe stress from 
their relationship, financial problems and alcohol fac¬ 
tored into the Jovan Belcher murder-suicide, a Kansas 
City police source said Tuesday. Belcher, a West Baby¬ 
lon native and Kansas City Chiefs linebacker, knelt 
down, kissed his slain girlfriend on the forehead, and 
said, "I'm sorry," police said, referring to an account 
given by Belcher's mom, who encountered the couple in 
the master bedroom Saturday morning after hearing 
gunshots. Then, Belcher gave a goodbye kiss to the 
three-month-old daughter he had with Kasandra Perkins, 
apologized to his mom, and drove his Bentley to Arrow¬ 
head Stadium, where he told Chiefs coach Romeo 
Crenell and other team officials "I killed her" before fa¬ 
tally shooting himself in the head, a Kansas City Police 
Department spokesman said Tuesday.

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NFL: Griffin helps Redskins 
beat Giants

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Washington Redskins moved 
another step closer to first 
place New York Monday 
night, defeating the Giants 17- 
16 behind a fourth quarter 
touchdown pass from rookie 
quarterback Robert Griffin. 

New York (7-5) now have a 
slim one-game lead in the 
NFC East division over Wash¬ 
ington who are tied for second 
with the Dallas Cowboys at 6- 
6. Dallas defeated the 
Philadelphia Eagles on Sunday 
night. 

"We knew three weeks ago 
that every game we played 
was going to be like a playoff 


game," said Washington head 
coach Mike Shanahan. 

Griffin passed for 163 
yards on 13-of-21 attempts 
and added 72 yards on five 
carries as Washington won its 
third consecutive game. 

Alfred Morris rushed the 
ball 22 times for 124 yards 
while Pierre Garcon grabbed 
eight passes for 106 yards and 
a touchdown at FedEx Field. 

New York quarterback Eli 
Manning was 20-for-33 with 
280 yards and a touchdown 
and Martellus Bennett 
recorded five catches for 82 
yards and a touchdown for the 
Giants, who have lost three of 


their last four contests. 

Ahmad Bradshaw earned 
103 yards on 24 carries and 
Victor Cruz caught five passes 
for 104 yards in the loss. 

The Giants led 13-10 at 
halftime and then tacked on 
three more points when 
Lawrence Tynes nailed a 35- 
yard field goal with just over 
three minutes left in the third 
quarter. 

Garcon caught an eight 
yard touchdown pass from 
Griffin with 11:31 left in the 
game to give the Redskins a 
17-16 lead and the victory. 


Rory Mcllroy wins 
PGA's player of the 
year; John Huh earns 
rookie honors 



—Mcllroy was the runaway 
favorite to snag this award 
and become the youngest to 
win it since Tiger Woods did 
so in 1998, and it’s another 
big accomplishment that 
Mcllroy can check off in his 
young career. 

Mcllroy had four wins this 
year on tour, more than anyone 
else, and that total included a 
major championship when he 
ran away with the PGA Cham¬ 
pionship at Kiawah Island. On 
top of that, Mcllroy won the 
money title and the Vardon 
Trophy and had 10 top-10 fin¬ 
ishes on tour, tied for most 
with Bo Van Pelt. 

Mcllroy started his season 
with a loss in the finals of the 
Accenture Match Play. After 
holding off Woods at the 
Honda Classic for his first win 


of the year, he finished third at 
the WGC-Cadillac Champi¬ 
onship. A disappointing week¬ 
end at the Masters left another 
year without a green jacket 
added to his closet, but he 
bounced back with a playoff 
loss to Rickie Fowler at the 
Wells Fargo Championship be¬ 
fore going through a bit of a 
midseason slump. 

John Huh picked up Rookie 
of the Year honors thanks in 
large part to his playoff win at 
the Mayakoba Golf Classic, 
where the 22-year-old had to 
beat veteran Robert Allenby in 
an eight-hole playoff. Huh’s 
season was so solid that he 
landed a spot throughout the 
FedEx Cup playoffs, finding 
himself at the Tour Champi¬ 
onship and followed that up 
with two top-26 finishes in 
Fall Series events.
